Tun defeat of the I'rench armies is #o sudden
and overwhelming that the incredulity with
whioh the news of Napoleon's surrender was
first received may well be pardoned. Even
now, sinoe the intelligence is fully confirmed,
men eagerly inquire how it became possible
that martial France could be so terribly
humiliated in a war provoked by heraself,
The peculiarities of her position, however,
with the fearful blunders committed since
the present oontest commmenced, and the ex-
traordinary vigor infused into the campaign

by the (vermans, go far to explain the results |

whioh have astonished the whole ecivilized
world.

The Germwaus have strictly and sternly
followed the old Spartan rule of making a
poldier of every citizen. Neither wealth nor
influence could prooure exemption from their

inexorable consoription, and for years flight |

Lo a foreign country has been the only pos-

sible meihod of avoiding the fixed term of |

military service, When a people trained in
this manner were suddenly summoned to
arms in defense of a cause which enliated
their warmest sympathies, Napoleon ealled
millions of desperate, determined, intelli-
gent, and well-disciplined foes into the fiald
who wore ready to dare everything in
delense of the Fatherland. A mighty
people wtose up against him, and

fion mnde him intensely hostile to every

| Ince for military duty.

This sgstem, continued during his whole
reign, laid the groundwork of the extraordi-
nory spectacle of all Germany fighting against
lees  than  half of France, It superin.
| duced the foarful disproportion of strength
which bes been apparent in every battle, and
it paved the way for the inevitable violories
which bave been won by the German armies.

Independent of this fundameatal error,
nenrly every other conceivable mis'ake has
heen perpotrated. The Fronoh made an ad-
wirable disposition of their forces near the
frontier for an offensive campaign, but the
worst possible disposition for the defensive
camprign whioh was thrust npon them, and
if the Pruasiana bad diotated their movements
they could acarcely have beon more favorable
for the invaders. The ex-Fmperor under-
took to command his army without compre-
hending the duties of that responsible position,
He rejected the advioce of able generals and
followed the counsels of prepinjay oourtiers,
Even ufter the dangerous absurdity of his
interference was porosived and acknow-
ledged, he hung round the oamps a8 a con-
stant inenbus, Thus Dazaine was foroed to
detach three regiments al a oritioal junoture
in the battle near Metz to proteot his precious
person, and it is said that shortly before the
late col'apse he rvequested MaocMahon to de-
tach 30,000 troops to ensure the safety of Lthe
Prinoe Tmperial. BSuoh petty trifling and
officions intermeddling is enough to defeat
the Lert army in the world.

Paris has been too much absorbed for sev.
ersl weeks past in preparations for her own
defense to render effeotive aid to the armies in
front, A cily whioh expeols to be invested,
which is planting thousands of oannon on
her walls, throwing up earthworks, soliciting
food from all quarters for her owa suste-
nance, and which feels that every mwn ahe o:m
muster may soon be needed for her own de-
fensa, -has but little time or disposition to
strongthen armies hundreds of miles away;
and the perils of the capital have kept back
rupplies and reinforcements from both
MeMshon and Baraine.

In brief, Germany was roady for the war,
while Franoe was not, and the blows have
fallen o thick and fast that the Frenoh have
had no time to repair their original deficien-
cies. While they are enrollipg new reocruita
their old armies are being demolished, and
while they nre devising plans of défense, their
strongholds are falling into the hands of the
enemy.

For the moment, the Cabinet at Paris
avows & determination to continue the fight
to the bitter end. Bul when the Frenoh
people fully realize the oxtent of the late
calamity, and learn that the Prince Imperial,
as well as the Emporor, has fallen into the
hands of the Prussians, and that MacMahon's
whole army has surrendered, it is diffionlt to
comprehend Bow authority can be maintained
by any minisiry chosen by the defunot
dynasty. The demand for a radical change
of government will hourly gain strength, and
the issue will loom up whether the nation is
to make a sudden peace or whether it is to
renew the battle under the banner of a
republie.

THE DESTINY O FRANCE.

No samios bas drank deeper than France of
the intoxicating draught of mi.it.ry glory,
and none has been more thoroughly humi-
liated by invasion. In the hour of dire dis-
tress she is capable of forming the most
desperato resolutions, and as nearly all things
in politics and war are possible to her, the
whole civilized world will awail with intense
interest the oulmination of the startling
ovents which have demoralized and stunned,
without destroying her. What is to be her
future 7 Can she, profiting by experience,
at least realize her fond dream of a stable
republie, or must she again become the prey
of anarchy or despotism? Will she cower
in sobmission before forces which
have vanquished her most powerful armies,
or will she now, as in 1792, unexpeetedly find
a safe reliance at last in volunteers called
suddenly from their workshops¢ The Prus-
| sians bave achieved wonders—everything has
gone down befere themn—but as the season
advances and September mellows into Ooto-
ber they may have the elements as well as
Frenoh soldiers to fight. Can Paris hold out
long eneugh to find an ally in biting frosts
and blinding storms ? These and other queg-
tions of equal import must be answerad
before the war is fully over, and before its
consequences can be thoronghly understood.

cessively to Murat, to Berthier, and to Napo-
! leon. He distinguished himself in Portugal,
| Germany, and Russla. In 1815 he was made
General of Brigade, and afterward General
of Division, with the title of Count.
During the one hundred days
be was a peer of France, and in that capacity
upheld the proposal In favor of Napoleon II,
made by Lueien. On the second return of the
Bourbons Lis name was on the list of exiles, but
it was siricken from it through the influence of
M. de Talleyrand. In 1830 M. de Flabanlt re-
sumed his place in the French army, and then
| became peer. In the same yoar he was attached
to the person and honsehold of the Duke of

Orleans. Ile was Intrusted with several
diplomatic misslons, including the im-
portant e¢mbassy to Vienna, This office

he held from 1847 to 1848, On the Slat of De-
| eember, 1852, after the re-cstablishment of the
Empire, ho became s member of the Benate, On
May 5, 1838, he received the cross of the Legion

of Honor, and on the 28th of January, 1864, was |

! made Grand Chancelior of the order. From 1815

on acconnt of whe retarn of the Bourbons, he
lived in England, and while thero married the
daughter of Admiral Keith, who was an Eagllah
peeress, with the right of transwmitting her
pecrage to bor eldeat aon.
